Continuation of #1 1 : It remains the Examiner's position that the claim(s) is/are unpatentable for reasons previously of record in the final 
office action, mailed December 29, 2010. 

In response to Applicant's argument that Van Someren is non-analgous art and does not deal with maintaining surface smoothness, it has 
been held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular 
problem with which the applicant was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re 
Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Van Someren discloses a protective material that is in a 
peripheral portion of the second surface of the base material, wherein the protective material is made from a material that conforms to a 
surface (Column 3, lines 18 - 35), which would maintain surface smoothness as it confoms to the surface of the object. This would be 
reasonable pertinent to a particular problem concerned with the invention as the limitation in the claim fails to clarify what surface needs to 
maintain smoothness, and the material of Van Someren is designed to conform to a surface. 

With regard to Applicant's argument that Van Someren is not an adhesive product, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking 
references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 
(CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 
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
